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The Duty of Organized Labor. 


'At a time when patriotism is being so urgently preached 


and so fervently professed, and when organized labor is so 
loudly protesting its design to' the government and its de- 
sire to help win the.war;S;is disturbing to read of the strikes 
in-different parts of the colurilryV^ot ouly-in ordinary occu- 
pations but in war industries there have been strikes seriously 
interferinglwilli business and well calculated to'give the im- 
pression that the workers'of the country are "out for all they 
can get" and are willing to gel it by any means in their power. 


The reading public is familiar.with the strike of the teanv 


sters and truck chauffeurs of Chicago, which took place a few 
days "ago 
aud came entirely without warning lo their em- 


ployers or lo'the public. One morning the teams and trucks 
failed to move. The transportation of coal, ice, building' 
materials and,'other commodities was completely lied up, and 
the only explanation was tjiat the drivers wanted an increase 
in wages amounting to about S3 a week. 
The tie-up came 


upon the city with the suddenness of a thunderbolt from a 
clear sky and caused no end of trouble and expense, as can 
be readily understood. 


But this is. only one instance. There has been a great deal 


of talk about doing away willi strikes during the period of the 
war, 
'everybody1 realizing that industry of all kinds should 


move forward without a hitch at a time like the present, and 
yet strikes 'continue to come. 


There is something wrong somewhere. While the cost of 


living is high; wages are higher than ever before in the history 
of the country, and if there are cases in which increases.are 
necessary these should be brought about without the disrup- 
tion of industry, and would be if all hands.were disposed to 
play fair.

A great deal has/been conceded to union labor, The right 


of workers lo organize for their own.prelection is recognized 
by (he goveriimeni and the people and no one wants to inter- 
fere with (hat right; but at a time when1 farmers and house- 
wives and rich and poor'are.being- urged to do all in their 
jiov/e'r to help win the most colossal and costly war-in history 
it is hardly the thing for organized workers to take the course 
that too many of them have been taking. 
Any just claims 


they may present will receive respectful consideration by em- 
ployers and the public, and in a vast majority of cases strikes 
will be found entirely unnecessary. 


II is sincerely to be hoped that the workers of the country 


will speedily come (o take this view of the matter, 
If the war 


is lo be carried lo a successful conclusion (here 'must be no 
liacklires. There must be unity al home as well as at the 
fronI. The people must not only "Keep Ihe home fires burn- 
ing," but they must keep (he wheels of industry turning, and 
(hose who willfully and unnecessarily interfere wilh business 
and industry at such a lime as Ihis are not true patriots, how- 
ever earnest their professions of loyalty may be.
